2010 Census resisters insist 
questions are too intrusive 


The anti-government sentiment that sparked the tea party 
movement is brewing a backlash of* sorts against the coming 
census by people who say it asks too many questions and 
intrudes on their privacy 

Such census resisters say the Constitution empowers 
the Census Bureau only to count the number of* people in a 
household. They say that's the only inquiry they'll respond 
to as the io-question census forms are mailed to 130 million 
households in mid-March. 

Gabriel Sanchez, the Dallas-based regional census direc- 
tor, says the claim is wrong. 

“The truth is, when the Founding Fathers wrote the 
Constitution, they gave Congress the power to determine 
how the census is conducted. The U.S. Supreme Court has 
again and again upheld how the Census Bureau conducts the 
census,” Sanchez said. 

The 2010 form is the shortest in modern history, he said, 
and asks only simple questions such as age, gender, ethnicity 
and whether a dwelling is owned or rented. 

But a household head count is all the census will get from 
Robyn Leann Burwell, 30, of Flawley, Texas. 

“My position, at this point, is that the only constitutional 
part of it is for them to do a head count,” she said. “The 
bottom line is, I feel like the government has been trying to 
find ways to get information they don't necessarily need.” 

Burwell, an English professor at Abilene Christian 
University and a Libertarian candidate for state House 
District 85, and her husband, John, a Libertarian candidate 
for U.S. House District 13 in West Texas, helped start an 
Abilene chapter of the 912 Project, a grassroots conserva- 
tive organization. 

“I think it's just really important to look at it as more than 
a random questionnaire. We should be asking if they really 
need to ask the questions,” Burwell said. 

Renee Higgins, a 51-year-old housewife from Merkel, 
Texas, and a member of the Abilene 912 Project, agrees with 
that stance. 

“I think the only thing we need to answer is our name and 
how many people. Beyond that, it's none of their business,” 
said Higgins, who says she has grown increasingly leery of 
all government entities. 

“The overreaching things going on with our government 
lead people to question things. I question everything they 
do,” she said. “I'm not some nut job. I'm a realist, and I've 
looked into a lot of things and I question a lot of things.”

O’Hare: Yes, we scan 


Machine scrutinizes 
full body in search 
for hidden weapons

Change has come to O'Hare security 

A new tool that scrutinizes an individual’s 
entire body for hidden weapons and explo- 
sives will begin screening passengers Monday 
at O’Hare, according to federal officials. 
Transportation Security Administration offi- 
cers can conduct a scan in as little as five sec- 
onds without laying a hand on passengers as 
they pass through airport security checkpoints 
on the way to board planes. 

This reporter experienced the screening pro- 
cess Friday at checkpoint No. i in the United 
Airlines terminal. 

The single scanner at O’Hare begins operat- 
ing two years after it first was announced for 
the airport and three months after a failed 
attempt by a man who sewed explosives into 
his underpants to blow up a Northwest Airlines 
jetliner over Detroit on Christmas Day 

The scan exposes potentially deadly contra- 
band, from metallic weapons to powder or plas- 
tic explosives, planted on individuals or inside 
folds of skin, although it does not reveal objects 
inside the body, officials said. 

“It’s a very effective additional layer of secu- 
rity to get at the threat of improvised explosive 
devices on aircraft, one of 20 different layers 
that we have,” said Lee Kair, TSA assistant 
administrator for security operations. 

After I read a sign posted at the check- 
point explaining the body scan technology 
and informing passengers they can opt out, I 
stepped up to the machine and was greeted by 
a TSA officer named Robert (whose last name 
TSA did not want used). 

The first thing you are told is to take every- 
thing out of your pockets, in addition to remov- 
ing your shoes, belt, wristwatch and jewelry 

Robert motioned for me to enter the scan- 
ning unit and to turn to my left for front and 
back images. You place your feet on footprint 
markings on the floor, resulting in a slightly 
spread-eagle position, and raise your arms for 
about five seconds. 

Robert then alerted a TSA security officer

Some passengers traveling through O'Hare soon will undergo full-body scans, unless they prefer a pat-down and 
going through a metal detector. To allay privacy concerns, TSA officers who examine the images are prevented 


from seeing the passengers who are scanned. 



The imaging units bounce low- 
dose X-rays off the passenger s 
front and back to generate images of 
their physical structure. A filter blurs 
the face and features. Objects inside 
body cavities do not show. The scan 
process takes about 30 seconds. 


The images are sent to the resolution room with 
high walls and opaque glass, where another 
officer interprets them. 


If an irregularity is found, like anomalies below the 
clothes, the initial officer conducts a pat-down search. If 
anything is discovered, the passenger may be subjected to a 
more invasive search. 


A TSA officer instructs the 
passenger to step between the 
two imaging units and raise his or her 
hands for about five seconds. 


If no irregularities are found, the passenger is cleared 
to continue on his or her way. The image is immediately 
destroyed and there is no capability of storing the image or 
e-mailing it.

in a locked Resolution Room away from the 
screening lane to check the image. The secu- 
rity officer inside the room radioed back an all- 
clear, and Robert directed me to exit the scan- 
ner and pick up my carry-on items. 

If some type of anomaly had been found on 
my body during the scan, I would have been 
guided to a corral at the security checkpoint 
where pat-downs and scans using hand-held 
metal detectors are conducted. If the pat-down 
was inconclusive, officials would have escorted 
me to a private room for a more invasive search. 

The image taken of me was immediately 
erased, officials said, adding that it is impossible 
to store or e-mail the image. To help ensure that 
the images cannot be copied, TSA officers also 
are prohibited from taking cell phones and other 
electronic devices into the Resolution Room.

Technology not without controversy 


Civil liberty groups — and even Pope Benedict 
XVI— have criticized full-body screening 
machines, saying they violate the privacy of 
passengers. But even the pontiff cannot slow 
the Transportation Security Administration’s 
goal of installing nearly 1,000 such units at 
airports across the country during the next 
two years or so. 

The 11 airports chosen in the latest deploy- 
ment were selected based on the risk of ter- 
rorist attacks and how quickly the units 
could be installed with the least amount of 
construction, TSA spokeswoman Suzanne 
Trevino said. 

In some airports, work crews must add 


electrical wiring and floor supports and make 
other terminal renovations before the TSA 
can add the units, she said. 

During the past two years, the TSA has 
had 40 such units operating at 19 airports. 
It recently purchased 150 units built by 
Torrance-based Rapiscan Systems Inc. 

By the end of the year, the agency plans to 
order 300 additional units, although the man- 
ufacturer has yet to be chosen. TSA plans to 
order 500 more units next year, Trevino said. 
The ultimate goal, she said, is to have 
enough scanners at every major U.S. airport 
so that all 2 million people who fly each day

A sobering St. Pat’s vibe 


As it neared noon Sunday, Keegan’s Pub on 
South Western Avenue was eerily quiet. A 
waitress leaned against a counter. A few patrons 
sipped Guinness at the bar. 

“Usually by 11:15, we’re at capacity, but this 
year it’s empty,” owner Bernard Callaghan said. 

South Side business owners and residents 
were absorbing the full effect of the cancella- 
tion of the South Side Irish Parade, an annual 
event that usually flooded their Beverly neigh- 
borhood with hundreds of thousands of people. 
Organizers called off the parade after unruly 
revelers disrupted the festivities last year and 
nearly a dozen police officers were assaulted.

Runaway Prius scrutinized 


SAN DIEGO Investigators with Toyota 
Motor Corp. and the federal govern- 
ment could not replicate the runaway speed- 
ing reported by a Prius owner who said his 
car’s accelerator stuck as he drove on a 
California freeway, according to a memo 
drafted for a congressional panel. 

The memo, obtained Saturday by The 
Associated Press, said the experts who exam- 
ined and test drove the car could not repli- 
cate the sudden, unintended acceleration 
James Sikes said he encountered. A backup 
mechanism that shuts off the engine when 
the brake and gas pedals are floored also 
worked properly during tests. 

Sikes, 6i, called 911 on Monday to report 
losing control of his 2008 Prius as the hybrid

reached speeds of 94 mph. A California 
Highway Patrol officer helped Sikes bring 


the vehicle to a safe stop on Interstate 8 near 
San Diego. 

The incident happened at the worst pos- 
sible time for Toyota, which has recalled mil- 
lions of cars because of floor mats that can 
snag gas pedals or accelerators that can some- 
times stick. Just hours before the incident, 
Toyota had called reporters to its Torrance, 
Calif office to hear experts refute claims that 
the company had not identified— or fixed— 
what might be causing its cars to speed out 
of control. 

Sikes’ car was covered by the floor mat 
recall but not the one for sticky accelerators. 
He later told reporters that he tried to pull on 
the gas pedal during his harrowing ride, but it 
didn’t “move at all.” 




Fan: 
Packers 
saved 
my life 


□ GREEN BAY, Wis. A Wisconsin man who 
says his Green Bay Packers loyalties 
helped save his life has been voted into the 
team’s Fan Hall of Fame. 

The team announced the honor Saturday 
for Jim Becker, 79. He attended Packers 
games for 56 years. 

Becker says his passion for his team 
helped save his life. He and his wife raised 
11 kids, so money was tight. To afford his 
season tickets without taking money from 
his family, he began selling his blood for 
$15 per pint. 

His doctor later found that Becker’s 
father died at age 43 of a condition in which 
the blood retains too much iron. The only 
treatment is to remove the iron by giving 
blood. 

By that time Becker had sold 145 pints 
to pay for his season tickets. He says if he 
hadn’t, he too may have died young.

BRINGS THE FANS, 
NON-FANS TOGETHER

It’s doubtful the phrase “beware the ides of 
March” was ever meant to serve as a warn- 
ing about the dangers of March Madness, 
but perhaps it’s time. 

That’s because America is hopelessly 
addicted to the 65-team basketball tourna- 
ment while many sports are having trouble 
finding mass audiences, said Irving Rein, 
professor of communications studies at 
Northwestern and author of “The Elusive 
Fan: Reinventing Sports in a Crowded 
Marketplace,” 

“Most sports in America now are pretty 
niche, but March Madness is one of those 
elite events that continue to bring in the 
broad audience and the mass appeal,” Rein 
said. 

But what makes March so full of madness? 
It’s an alluring combination of factors 
that contribute to the nationwide obses- 
sion, Rein said. There’s the sheer number of 
people directly involved (“64 teams means a 
lot of fans, alumni and faculty,” he said), the 
insatiable wall-to-wall media coverage on 
TV and online, the ever-present nature of 
games on consecutive days and the factor 
Rein calls “the uncertainty principle,” 
“There are a lot of people drawn to the 
uncertainty of it, the ‘What is going to hap- 
pen?’ factor,” Rein said. This in turn brings 
in the other big force behind the March 
Madness machine: Las Vegas and gambling, 
“It’s almost incalculable how many billions 
of dollars are gambled every year for the 
tournament,” he said, “It’s absolutely huge,” 
Whether you’re a Sin City gambler or 
an office tourney pool player, RedEye is 
here to feed your March Madness with 10 
NCAA tournament facts you might not 
have known. 










How strong is the appeal of March Madness? Well, 
the NCAA estimates one in 10 Americans will fill out 
a bracket, and a research firm estimates the event 
costs employers $4 billion in lost productivity.

Work it 

Your boss probably hates March Madness. The cost to employ- 
ers in lost productivity during the tournament is approximately $4 bil- 
lion, according to an estimate by John Challenger of the research firm 
Challenger, Gray & Christmas. 

Jeff Arbuckle, a project manager for a general contractor, said the buzz 
that comes after a night of NCAA tournament games usually means it 
takes an extra hour until his office actually begins work. 

“Productivity is definitely slow at work during that time, and it’s kind 
of accepted,” said Arbuckle, 25, of Roscoe Village. “You might normally 
start work at 8, but with everyone talking about the games, you would 
maybe start at 9 a.m. instead.” 

Joel Clifford, manager at Wrigleyville sports bar Redmond’s, expects 
a lot of people will use sick days to watch the tournament. 

“Maybe it isn’t the best thing in our country’s economic situation, but 
that’s how it goes,” Clifford said.

^ Evanston, ground zero 

The first NCAA championship 
took place in Evanston in 1939; eight teams 
were invited. The tournament expanded to 
64 teams in 1985 and to 65 in 2001. 


Second City drought 

Think the Bulls have had a long cham- 
pionship drought? It’s been nearly 50 years 
since a Chicago team last won a champion- 
ship. That would be Loyola University way 
back in 1963, which beat Cincinnati 60-58.

Only twice in the history of the tourna- 
ment have the finalists in one year failed to 
make the tournament field the following year. 
Last year’s champ, North Carolina, was left out 
in the cold, but runner-up Michigan State drew 
a No. 5 seed.

Iggy Pop was starting to feel like the Susan 
Lucci of rock ’n’ roll. 

Just as the veteran soap actress believed 
she might never win a Daytime Emmy, the 
godfather of punk was certain 
his groundbreaking band The 
Stooges never would earn a spot 
in the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame. 

Well, as it turns out, Lucci got 
her gold statue on the 19th try 
And Iggy and the boys finally are 
getting their shot to search and 
destroy at Monday’s induction ceremony, on 
their eighth attempt. 

‘At least I won’t be nominated anymore,” Pop 
said, laughing. 

He believed The Stooges never would get 
into the Rock Hall “right up until the day 
before somebody called me.” 

“I kept telling the guys over and over: ‘We’re 
not gonna get in, guys.’ ^eah. I was absolutely 
sure of that,” Pop said in an interview. 

It’s hard to say exactly what turned the tide 
in voter sentiment, but Pop points to three pos- 
sibilities: the band’s long streak of Rock Hall 
futility, the January 2009 death of founding 
member Ron Asheton and ... Madonna. 

The Stooges honored their fellow Michigan 
native by performing rocking versions of two of 
her hits— “Burning Up” and “Ray of Light”— 
on the night of the 2008 Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame induction ceremony 

Pop says the gig helped provide some much- 
needed exposure for a band that wasn’t really 
heard from for 30 years — the result of numerous 
band breakups and lineup changes that current 
members blame on drugs and fights over money 

“I thought, ‘Well, some of the people there 
will see that we don’t have horns. We’re not 


gonna breathe fire on the tables or anything,’ ” 
he said. “I knew the thing would be televised, 
and 15 to 20 percent of the viewers wouldn’t 
be able to differentiate. If they see you on TV, 
they’ll think you’ve been inducted anyway” 
Whatever the reason, the guys 
will be on stage at New fork’s 
Waldorf Astoria Hotel, but this 
time they will perform their own 
tunes. 

They selected “I Wanna Be 
Your Dog” and “Search and 
Destroy,” two songs Stooges 
guitarist James Williamson says 
are “the most representative” of the band’s 
work. 

The latter was on the 1973 album “Raw 
Power,” which rates No. 125 on Rolling Stone’s 
list of the 500 greatest albums of all time. The 
magazine called it a “proto-punk-rock classic” 
that featured a certain “hellbent ferocity” 

Fans love and critics appreciate “Search and 
Destroy” for its searing guitar riff and signature 
Iggy Pop lyrics. It kicks off with the singer’s 
guttural snarl: “I’m a street-walkin’ cheetah 
with a heart full of napalm.” 

The song also served as the soundtrack for 
a Nike ad that memorably featured athletes 
bleeding and vomiting during competition. 
The song more recently popped up in an epi- 
sode of ABC’s “Lost”— it was blasted through 
a record player while a distraught Sawyer (Josh 
Holloway) drowned his sorrows following the 
death of his girlfriend. 

Pop, whose solo effort “Lust For Life” also 
has enjoyed a second life in movies and com- 
mercials, sees the usage as an alternate means 
of exposing people to the music. 

“[The Stooges] didn’t get the radio airplay,” 
he said. “We were shut out of the goodies of 
the industry”

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‘Justified’ in its 


Walton Goggins wasn’t sure he’d ever get to 
play another character like Shane Vendrell 
from FX’s “The Shield” 

After the loose cannon detective killed 
his partner, it was easy for fans to hate him. 
But in Goggins’ hands, Vendrell remained 
likable for seven seasons. 

Goggins might have to work overtime to 
get viewers to like 
his latest character, 
white supremacist 
Boyd Crowder in 
FX’s gritty new 
drama “Justified.” 

The series, based on the short story “Fire In 
the Hole” by crime novelist and executive 
producer Elmore Leonard (“Get Shorty,” 
“Out of Sight”), premieres at 9 p.m. Tuesday 
The show follows Raylan Givens, a U.S. 
Marshall who returns to his hometown after 
a controversy 

“It’s such an interesting challenge to 
humanize all of these guys that are on paper 
perceived to be bad,” Goggins told me dur- 
ing an exclusive phone interview “That’s 
kind of been my blessing and my curse. 


“It’s like, ‘OK, Goggins, make people like 
this guy’ ” 

Crowder is a childhood friend of the 
show’s main character, Givens (Timothy 
Olyphant). But while Givens grew up to 
leave the backwoods of eastern Kentucky, 
Crowder stayed, working in the coal mines 
and developing a taste for blowing things up. 

Crowder may sound like the Southern 
bad boy viewers have seen before, which is 
partly why Goggins initially turned down 
the role. The Atlanta native has played 
plenty of them. But, Goggins said, he talked 
with Olyphant, show creator Graham Yost 
and the people at FX about how he per- 
ceived Crowder as more than a baddie, and 
then signed on for the pilot. 

Now we’ll see him in several episodes 
this season— and not in the way you might 
expect after watching Tuesday’s debut. 

“He has blossomed into this extremely 
complex guy that you think you know,” 
Goggins said. “When you first meet him, 
you put him in a box only to have that box 
kind of kicked out on all four sides and the 
roof.”

In “Crazy Heart,” Oscar winner Jeff 
Bridges is an alcoholic country singer 
who interrupts his sets to call for “Ralph” 
in a back alley trash can. 

In the recent “Shutter Island,” we first 
see Leonardo DiCaprio doing the old 
breakfast catch-and-release over a ferry- 
boat’s toilet. 

These two examples are part of a stom- 
ach-churning trend. The most popular bodi- 
ly function in the movies these days isn’t sex. 
It’s vomiting. 

In “It’s Complicated,” Meryl Streep 
drinks too much and ends up worshipping 
at the porcelain altar. 

In the past year we’ve seen Paul 
Rudd laying a Technicolor yawn on 
Jon Favreau in “I Love You, Man,” a 
terrified Alison Lohman losing her 
lunch in “Drag Me to Hell” and a 
young cancer victim in “My Sister’s 
Keeper” reacting to chemo by, yes, 
throwing up. 

In the opening scene of “The 
International,” a federal agent who has 


been injected with poison clutches his arm, 
barfs and keels over from a heart attack. 

We’re just getting started. 

There were vomit scenes in 
‘Adventureland,” “The Haunting in 
Connecticut,” “Year One,” “The Hangover,” 
“Moon” and “Observe and Report,” all in the 
past 12 months. 

And those are just the ones that immedi- 
ately came to mind. 

Back in the Golden Age of Hollywood, 
when the Production Code limited eye- 
brow-raising content, nobody vomited, 
unless you were on a ship at sea and it was 
presented as a joke. Not that we actually saw 
anything untoward. 

Of course, back then people in movies 
didn’t bleed, go to the bathroom, have sex 
or even sleep in double beds. 

But along with graphic violence and 
nudity, we started in the ’60s to see people 
hurling in the movies. And not just discreet 
dribbles. No, we’re talking copious projec- 
tile vomiting as displayed in 1986’s “Stand By 
Me” (the fat kid at the pie-eating contest) or 
the obese Mr. Creosote in Monty Python’s 



“The Meaning of 
Life” in 1983. Heck, 
a puppet blew din- 
ner in 2004’s “Team 
America: World 

Police.” 

The all-time cin- 
ema vomit champ, 
of course, is “The 
Exorcist.” Little 
girls and green 
slime make an unbeatable combination. 

Google “movie vomit scenes,” and you’ll 
be treated to countless clips of actors letting 
fly 

Every now and then we get real-life hurl- 
ing in the movies. In his 2004 documen- 
tary “Super Size Me,” filmmaker Morgan 
Spurlock packed away an extra-large 
McDonald’s lunch, turned green and freed 
his meal on camera. 

Maybe today’s filmmakers think that by 
depicting vomiting on-screen they’re raising 
the bar on realism. And yet nothing could 
be further from realism than your typical 
Hollywood release.
